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BROAD  GOALS  AND  OBJECTIVES 


The  North  Cal-Neva  sponsors'  goals  are  to  improve  economic,  environ¬ 
mental,  and  social  conditions.  Action  to  reach  these  goals  will  be 
based  on  thorough  understanding  of  resources  and  will  depend  on  ade¬ 
quate  inventories,  including  soil  surveys  and  other  data,  for  all 
lands  and  resources — natural  and  human.  The  sponsors  ask  for  coordi¬ 
nation  and  collaboration  of  local  people  and  all  interested  agencies 
to: 


-Develop  agriculture  with  emphasis  on  desirable  land  use 
changes,  livestock  improvement,  better  crop  and  hay  land 
management,  and  associated  processing  and  marketing  indus¬ 
tries  . 

-Prevent  damaging  floods  and  develop  and  efficiently  use 
water  resources  for  all  purposes  in  the  project  area. 

-Plan,  develop,  and  manage  public  and  private  ranges  for 
balanced  use  with  emphasis  on  watershed  improvement,  live¬ 
stock  grazing,  and  wildlife  habitat  to  provide  the  greatest 
economic,  recreational,  and  aesthetic  values. 

-Optimize  production  from  commercial  forest  lands  while 
protecting  environmental  and  aesthetic  values  and  assure 
maximum  processing  within  the  project  area. 

-Develop  an  area  wide  recreation-tourism  program  to  include 
associated  businesses,  public  and  private  visitor  facilities, 
beautification  through  a  coordinated  program,  and  location, 
interpretation,  and  protection  of  scenic,  natural  and  his¬ 
toric  sites. 

-Improve  the  viability  of  towns  and  communities  by  developing 
opportunities  for  clean  and  attractive  job  producing  small 
businesses  and  industries. 

-Improve  community  services  Including  roads,  airports,  common 
carriers,  power,  telephones,  water,  sewers,  and  solid  waste 
disposal  facilities. 

-Improve  educational  and  training  programs  and  facilities; 
reduce  health  hazards  and  improve  medical  and  health  care 
and  provide  better  living  conditions  through  cultural, 
recreational,  and  housing  Improvements.

The  committee  expects  to  assist 
in  creating  a  more  attractive  and  inviting  environment  emphasizing 
natural  and  man  made  beauty. 

1976  is  the  nation's  bicentennial  year.  With  this  event  in  mind, 
beautification  and  historical  attractions  will  be  Important.

In  1972  and  1973  the  North  Cal-Neva  Resource  Conservation  and 
Development  Project  "Program  of  Action"  was  completely  revised. 
This  is  the  second  supplement  since  the  revision  was  completed 
and  it  updates  the  "plan"  to  June  30,  1975.  It  includes 
addition  of  one  project  sponsor  and  a  list  of  measures  added, 
completed,  and  dropped  during  fiscal  year  1975. 

On  September  26,  1974,  the  North  Cal-Neva  RC&D  Sponsors  Com¬ 
mittee  approved  addition  of  the  Westwood  Community  Services 
District  as  a  project  sponsor.  On  November  4,  1974,  Mr. 
Kenneth  E.  Grant,  Administrator  of  the  U.  S.  Department  of 
Agriculture-Soil  Conservation  Service  was  notified  of  this 
action.  There  are  now  thirteen  North  Cal-Neva  sponsors  and 
the  sponsors  committee  is  composed  of  thirteen  members 
instead  of  twelve.

RC&D  Measures  Cancelled 


The  following  ten  measures  were  cancelled  by  the  North  Cal-Neva 
Resource  Conservation  and  Development  Project  Sponsors  Committee 
at  its  annual  meeting  IVhrch  21,  1975  in  Reno: 


No.  38  Gerlach  Area  Campground 

This  proposal  by  the  Recreation-Tourism-Beauti- 
fication  Committee  in  1968  was  dropped  following 
a  recommendation  by  the  committee.  There  has 
been  no  action  toward  its  accomplishment  and  it 
was  decided  that  effort  should  be  concentrated 
on  development  of  camping  facilities  in  con¬ 
nection  with  improvement  of  the  Great  Boiling 
Springs  and  the  county  park  at  Gerlach. 

No.  56  Surprise  Valley  Senior  Citizen  Housing 

This  proposal  for  senior  citizen  rental  housing 
in  Cedarville  was  actively  pursued  by  a  special 
group  for  about  two  years.  Action  was  held  up 
when  projected  rental  rates  appeared  to  be  out  of 
reach.  Most  of  the  possible  renters,  even 
though  their  incomes  were  low,  had  assets  and 
financial  resources  too  great  to  qualify  the 
project  for  low  cost  federal  financing.  As 
a  result,  the  Human  Resources  Committee  recom¬ 
mended  dropping  the  measure. 


No.  71  Expansion  of  Wild  Plum  Production 

Products  are  produced  commercially  from  the  wild 
plums  native  to  the  project  area.  One  producer 
established  a  processing  and  sales  facility  (North 
Cal-Neva  measure  No.  43) •  It  was  proposed  to 
expand  plum  production  by  encouraging  additional 
landowners  to  grow  plums  for  processing  at  the 
new  facility.  Agencies  did  not  find  time  to  help 
with  the  effort  and  interest  waned.  The  Agri¬ 
culture-Range-Wildlife  Committee  recommended 
that  the  measure  be  dropped. 
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RC&D  Measures  Cancelled  (Cont.) 


No.  84  Lost  Creek  Campground 

This  measure  was  proposed  by  the  Recreation- 
Tourism-  Beautification  Committee  in  1969.  No 
definite  action  has  been  taken  toward  its 
completion  and  the  committee  recommended  that 
it  be  dropped.  Efforts  for  campground  develop¬ 
ment  in  north  Washoe  County  will  be  concen¬ 
trated  on  the  Fish  Springs  proposal  (North 
Cal-Neva  measure  No.  39.) 

No.  97  Russell  Slough  Dam 

Water  storage  in  the  Upper  Pit  River-Lower 
Goose  Lake  area  was  proposed  at  Russell  Slough. 
Further  interest  has  not  been  expressed  since 
1970  and  no  organized  entity  has  pursued  the 
proposal.  The  Water  Resource  Committee  recom¬ 
mended  that  the  measure  be  dropped . 


No.  113  North  Washoe  Dump 

This  measure  was  proposed  by  the  Empire  and 
Gerlach  Sportsmen,  Inc.  for  an  intermediate 
location  to  deposit  trash  collected  in  cans 
placed  by  the  organization.  No  site  was  located 
and  the  trash  collection  program  has  been  dropped 
by  the  corporation.  Washoe  County  is  working 
on  improved  solid  waste  disposal  in  Gerlach-Vya 
areas.  The  Recreation-Tourism-Beautification 
Committee  recommended  that  this  measure  be 
dropped . 

No.  144  Warner  Mountain  Turkey  Transplant 

Establishment  of  wild  turkeys  in  the  southwest 
Warner  Mountain  area  was  proposed  in  1971.  Sub¬ 
sequent  investigation  by  the  California  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Fish  and  Game  and  the  Forest  Service 
determined  that  the  type  of  turkeys  desired  for 
release  were  almost  impossible  to  obtain.  It 
was  also  decided  that  introduction  of  exotic 
game  birds  would  not  be  advisable  adjacent  to 
the  Warner  Mountain  Wilderness  because  of 
possible  disturbance  of  the  wilderness  eco¬ 
system.  The  Agriculture-Range-Wildlife  Com¬ 
mittee  recommended  that  the  measure  be  dropped. 
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No.  148  Hot  Springs  Irrigation  Pipeline 

This  measure,  proposed  by  the  Hot  Springs 
Irrigation  District  in  1971,  was  investigated 
by  the  Soil  Conservation  Service.  It  was 
recommended  that  further  evaluation  of  storage 
possibilities  be  done  and  that  the  whole  Hot 
Springs  delivery  system  be  studied  before  pro¬ 
ceeding  with  the  pipeline  only.  This  is  now 
underway  and  the  Water  Resources  Committee 
recommended  that  the  pipeline  proposal  be 
dropped . 

No.  176  Surprise  Valley  Veterinary  Service 

In  1972  it  was  proposed  that  a  special  effort 
be  made  to  attract  a  large  animal  veterinarian 
to  locate  in  Surprise  Valley.  Efforts  since 
then  have  been  rather  futile  but  more  adequate 
service  in  the  valley  has  becone  available 
through  the  Modoc  Veterinary  Center  in  Alturas 
The  Agriculture-Range-Wildlife  Committee  recom 
mended  that  the  measure  be  dropped. 

No.  204  Alturas  Maintenance  Study 

In  1972  the  City  of  Alturas  applied  to  the 
League  of  California  Cities  for  a  study  of 
maintenance  facilities  and  manpower  require¬ 
ment  in  the  city.  This  study  was  to  be  used 
for  making  recommendations  on  operating 
arrangements  not  only  in  Alturas  but  in  other 
comparable  cities  in  California.  Action  on 
the  study  has  not  materialized  and  the  Com¬ 
munity  Services  Committee  recommended  that  the 
measure  be  dropped . 
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
